The method of disposing of the an- 


nual sinking funds of the city being 
accumulated to provide for maturing 
debentures is one of the questions 
that Mayor Armstrong is taking up 
in the early part of his mayoralty 
duties, At the present time the city 
lays by annually about $856,000 for 
sinking funds and this is increasing 
rapidly as the bonded indebtedness 
gradually grows larger.

EXCITEMENT GROWS AS DATE 
APPROACHES FOR OPENING 
‘OF BRITISH HOUSE. 


(By T. P. O'CONNOR). 


London, Jan. 15—Already al! signs 
are pointing to the Most momentous 
sewsion of. Parliament In many years, 
Most of the ministers already are in 
Landon and the Cabinet councils will 
come coon, The newspapers are fight- 
ing the preliminary skirmishes and the 
leadets of all parties will receive ex- 
cellent, aithough menacing counsels 
from those organs. 

The Literal Ministers already have 
been given notice that the Laborites 
and Kadicals will have no tinkering 
with the question of reform of the 
House of Lords. The Laborites and 
Kadicals are dead against any propos. 
ed election of Peers as calculated to 
increase the strength of that body. 
Their whole conception is that the 
Mouse of Commons should be the su- 
preme arbitrator of al! legisiation and 
administration. 

Handicapped by Preamble. 

The members of ministry are rather 
handicapped by the unfavorable pre- 
amble of their veto bill setting forth 
the necessity and intention to reform 
the House of Lords. This preamble 
was inserted by Premier Asquith rath. | 
er than tu force the resignation of 
Grey and Haldane, but If persisted in 
it may produce disastrous results, All 
séctions of the cvalition are so intent 
ov the cofmmon $ supreme purpose of 
erlppling the Lords by the veto bill 
that difficulty probably will surround 
the question. 

It js etilt débated hotly whether 
the Tories and Lords should adopt an 
inveconcilable attitude and = force on 
the Liberals the creation of new peers. 
The Liberals now have come to the 
conclusion that such an extreme step 
would be welcome as ending all of the 
prestige of the Lords and enabling the 
Ministry with a majority in the House 
of Lords as in the Commons, to push 
Home Rule and other reforma with- 
oyt a long delay contemplated by the 
veto bill. 

Tories Divided on This. 

The Tories are divided on this ,as on 
everything else. The hotheads will 
ahriek for a tight t. the bitter end and 
for forcing the creation of new peers, 
relying on the imaginary unwilling- 
ness of the King to consent to such 
violent measures. These hopes are 
fdise, as the King certainly will fol- 
low the advice of his Ministers and 
the Ministers certainly wil) create the 
Peers without hesitation if forced to 
ao #0. For the moment, the differ- 
ences of the Tories occupy more space 
in the papers than the intentions of 
the Ministry. 

A. J. Balfour, feeling the strong 
break among his supporters, wrote a 
letier regarding legislation, but the 
&ituation is growing worse. Balfour's 
eter was ingenious. It avoided all 
Meption of the referendum for tariff 
reform, which, i the real rock of ir- 
réconcilable differences between him 
and the tariff reformers. On the other 
hand, its antiquated ideas exposed 
him to the merciless criticism of Lib- 
@fala and, at. this moment, his pres- 
tee is lower than almost at any mo- 
ment of his career,

ANOTHER SENSATION 
IN CHINESE INQUIRY 


Gordon Grant, Young Lawyer, De- 
clares Before Chinese Inmigration 
Commission That Fuster, Secret Ser- 
vice Agent. Lied to Judge in His 
Evidence, 


Vancouver, Jan, 4—In a most dra- 
matic situation, Gordon Grant, a young 
Vancouver lawyer, yesterday after- 
noon swore betore Justice Murphy, the 
Chinese Commissioner, that Edward 
| Poster, of the Dominion Government 
secret service, had wilfully lied when 
Iie swore that he had not at various 
{times told the witness that Hon, Wm, 
| Templeman had tried to balk the 
‘whole investigation and prevent an in. 
quiry by a royal commission, 

‘This statement came as a climax to 
three weeks of the sitting of the in- 
|quiry which has developed the most 
interesting semi-political evidence that 
Vancouver people have heard for a 
lang time. 

The investigation was ordered by 
Ottawa following the discharge of Yip 
On, for many years customs interpre. 
ter here. Testimony has been given 
that David ©, Lew, whose parentage 
is partly Chinese, with Qordon Grant, 
the young lawyer ,and T. R. E, McIn- 
fis, were prime movers in asking for 
inquiry. 

Lew igs an interpreter and frankly 
admits that he wished to oust Yip On 
to take the latter's position. To this 
Jena, he assisted Foster, the secret ser- 
, Vice man, in the private inquiry that 
official made months ago. McInnis, 
who lives in Ottawa, is a son of former 
Governor McInnis, of British Colum- 
bia, and brother of W. W. B, McInnis, 
at one time governor of the Yukon, 
land now county court judge in Van- 
| couver. 

David Lew, on one of the early days 
lof the inquiry, caused a sensation by 
declaring that Secret Service Agent 
| Foster had told him that Hon, Wm 
|Templeman, while intoxicated, had 
come at midnight to Foster's room 
and demanded, that the investigation 
should stop, adding that “it would 
hurt us too much.”

LYNCHED IN KENTUCKY | 


Mob of 500 Stormed County Jail and 
Took Away Three Negroes—Two of 
Them Were Charged With Insulting 
White Women—Third Was Await- 
ing Execution for Murder, 


| Shelbyville, Ky., Jan. 15—Three 
jnegroes were lynched here this morn- 
ing after qa determined mob of five 
jhundred men had stormed the county 
jail where the negroes were confined. 
Two of the negroes were charged with 
Insulting white women. The third was 
jawaiting execution for the murder of 
ja colored woman, The bodies of two 
jof the negroes, Marshall and Patter- 
json, have been found. The third was 
seen in the hands of the mob with a 
jrope around hia neck, The third negro 
j}was Jim West. 

According to Ernest Hornbeck, ae- 
puty jailer ,the mob appeared at the 
Jail at 2.10 this morning. When they 
took the three negroes away they left 
fourteen others in the same cell from 
i hich the three were taken, 

The two bodies recovered were 
found about a quarter of a mile apart. 
Marshall was found hanging from 
bridge near the fail and Patterson in 
iClear Creek. Patterson, it Is said, at. 
‘tempted to escape from the mob, 
was shot and his body thrown into the 
ereek,
